Kheneàs among the many Enozmities that are too frequently pꝛattiſed within this 
eg City and the Liberties thereof, J have taken particular notice of the Pꝛofanation of 
the Lo2ds day by the ſo general Reſozt to Publick houſes, where gꝛeat part of the day 

is taken up and waſted in idle oꝛ unſeaſonable Diſcourſes, if not woꝛſe imployment. 
Having alſo heard frequent complaint made of a ſtrange ſo2t of Women (called 
Night⸗walkers) who go about the Streets in the Evening, tempting and intiteing 
& Appzentices and others to Lewdneſs; J have purpoſed by Gods bleſſing and the con- 
Sens Current Endeavours of your Self and the reſt of my Bꝛethꝛen the Aldermen, to puniſh 

and ſuppꝛeſs the ſame as far as in me lies. And J do earneſtly deſire and entreat you to take the beſt care 
you can fo2 pꝛebenting thereof within your Ulard : And there being a late Act of Parliament made in the 
29* Pear of his Majeſties Reign, -fo2 better Obſervation of the Loꝛds day, whereby it is Enacted, That all 
Perſons ſhall on every Lords day apply themſelves to the Obſervation of the ſame, by exerciſing themſelves thereon, in 
the Duties of Picty and true Religion, publickly and privately, and that no Perſon ſhall do or exerciſe any buſineſs or 
work of their ordinary Callings on any part of the ſame day (works of Neceſſity and Charity excepted ) and that every 
Perſon of the Age of Fourteen Yearsor upwards Offending in the Premiſſes, ſhall for every ſuch Offence forfeit the Sum 
of Fiveſhillings to be Levycd by Diſtreſs by any Conſtable or the Church-wardens of the Pariſh upon a Warrant from 
a Juſtice of Peace, after the party ſhall be Convicted by view of ſuch Juſtice,or the Parties Confeſſion, or the Oaths of one 
or more Witneſſes, and being Proſecuted for the ſame within Ten days after the Offence Committed. Notwith- 
ſtanding which Act. and a Pꝛetept lately Yued out foꝛ the Obſervation thereof; Uintners and Keepers of 
Ale-houſes and Coffee-houſes do take liberty to follow their Callings on that day, and entertain Perſons 
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in their Houſes, contrary tothe intention of the ſaid Act; That the ſame therefoze may be better Obſerved 
hereafter, J —_— deſire Pou by Pour Beadle oz otherwiſe, to cauſe warning once moze to be given to all 
Uintners, keepers of Ale⸗houſes. Coffee-houſes, and other Publick-houſes within Pour Uard, that they 
foꝛbear to harbour Gueſts in their Houſes on that day (other than ſuch Uictuallers as Dꝛeſs and Sell 
Meat in their Houſes foꝛ ſuch as cannot otherwiſe be pzobided, which is exempted out of the ſaid Act.) And 
JJ earneſtly recommend to Pou, that the Conſtables and the Church-wardens of the ſeveral Pariſhes 
within Pour Ward may have notice given them, and be directed to Inkoꝛm Me oz ſome other Juſtice of 
Peace from time to time of all Perſons that ſhall ©ftend herein. tothe end the Penalties' afoꝛeſaid may be 
Levyedupon them; and their Licenſes (if Ale-houſe oz Coffee-houſe keepers ) be taken from them. And 
I likewiſe deſire Nou to give a ſtrict Charge to the ſaid Conſtables that they Carefully and Diligently Ob- 
{erbe and Appꝛehend both all ſuch Night-walkers as atozeſaid, and bzing them befoze Me o2 ſome other 
Juſtite of Peace to be dealt withal and puniſhed acco2ding to their defnerits; as alſo to Seize and Appꝛehend 
all Magꝛants and Common Beggars tho are Idle and Uſeleſs, and deſerve to be puniſhed as the Law hath 
directed, by CAhipping. and then ſending them from Pariſh toPariſh to the place where they were Bozn, if 
knovon, elſe to the place where they laſt dwelt foꝛ a year, to beſet to wozk, oꝛ if that be not known, then to 
the Pariſh they laſt paſt through without puniſhment.Ulhich the Conſtable is todo, and the Law enjoyns 
upon him on pain of fozfeiture of T@ ſhillings foꝛ ebery failer,o2 he may be Yndicted. 

And whereas it was given Me in Charge by the Lozd Chief Baron of the Exchequer, when J took Hy 
Oath at Weſtminſter, That due care might be had of the Watches within this City: J do therefoze recom- 
mend to Pou. That the ſaid Conſtables may be further enjoynedto Dbſerve the times preſcribed fo2 Set- 
ting and Riſing of their Watches, and to have conſtantly their full Numbers of Watchmen, atroꝛding 
tothe Act of Common Council made in the Mapoꝛalty of Sir John Robinſon, on pain to be indicted and 
pꝛoſetuted foz every default therein; And that pour Beadle do diſtribute Copies hereof tothe ſeveral Per- 
ſons concerned. In all which particulars afozeſaid. I hope you will be very Careful, being matters where- 
in the Honour of God, and the Publick Weal of this City are ſo gzeatly concerned. Gen this 2* day of 
November 168 1.
